After three charges against tila 
stockade had fulled to overwhelm tho 
buffalo hunters, the Indians settled. 
down to starve them out During the 
siege “But” 
Master sou, one Of the 
hunters, noticed a group of Indians 
gathered on a hill nearly three-quar­ 
ters of a mile away. 
They could he 
plainly seen, and were evidently talk­ 
ing over some new plan for overcom­ 
ing the white men when Masterson 
called Dixon’s attention to the group. 
“Billy, it wouldn’t he a bad Idea to 
break up that little pow-wow over 
there, would It?” he said. 
“Don’t know whether the old Sharps 
Is good for it or not, bm I’ll try It,” 
replied Dixon. 
He knew the range— 
approximately 1.200 yards. Fixing the 
sights of Ida gun to this range, the 
scout aimed carefully and tired. The 
white men saw the conference of the 
warriors break up hastily and the sav­ 
ages retreat to a safer place. 
Dixon served as a scout for General 
Miles In tile campaign against tim 
southern tribes that year, and he was 
one of the six dispatch bearers who 
made a heroic stand iii an old buffalo 
wallow against a war party of 125 
Comanches and Klowas. 
In this fight 
Amos Chapourn, a fellow scout, lost 
his leg. 
Although Dixon’s shirt front 
was riddled with bullets, he received 
only one slight wound. 
That night 
he volunteered to go for help aud 
after a perilous trip he brought back 
a troop of cavalry and rescued his 
; comrades. 
For nine years Dixon was a govern­ 
ment scout at Fort Elliott, Tex. Then 
he homesteaded a ranch in the Pan- 
I handle, building his log house on the 
ruins of the old Adobe Walls where 
he had made his famous shot with the 
old Sharps. Later he moved to Cimar­ 
ron county, Oklahoma, and died near 
the little towo of Gresham In 1914.

Details of the purpose and bene­ 
fits hoped to be obtained from a 
statewide tour to be taken by a 
clean-up squad of W ar Risk Insur­ 
ance and Vocational Training ex­ 
perts beginning soon were explained 
today by Courtland M. Feuquay of 
Chandler, executive committeeman 
of the Oklahoma Department of the 
America Legion, during his visit in 
Ada. 
Feuquay 
is 
committeeman 
from the Fourth District of the 
Legion and stopped here ‘on his 
way to Sulphur for a vacation. 
Unless former service men under­ 
stand the object and the framework 
of the 
plan 
which the clean-up 
squad is expected to carry out, the 
trip will be a complete failure, he 
said. 
“ It is the same old red tape,” 
said Mr. Feuquay, “which has al­ 
ways been connected with any kind 
of government relief since the days 
of the Revolution but the member? 
of the squqadsq are experts and 
have the authority to do things on 
the spot if the rules and regulations 
are complied with. 
“Whenever 
an 
ex-service 
man 
goes to any department of the gov­ 
ernment he should have his dis­ 
charge as it is always necessary to 
have it to prove not only his service 
but the condition of his health and 
service upon his discharge. 
Then 
if the ex-service man desires any 
kind of relief, to reinstate his in­ 
surance, 
get 
vocational 
training, 
procure or increase his amount of 
compensation, he must have affi­ 
davits. 
Rule^ require three: 
first, 
one by a citizen who knew him be­ 
fore the war; second, one by a cit­ 
izen who knew him after the war; 
and third, one from a doctor who 
can swear to his condition from ex­ 
amining him. 
Bring Men in Person 
“It is my belief that it would be 
better for the boys who come in 
to bring two citizens along with 
them instead of the affidavits. Then 
should the form of the affidavits 
not be correct or the statements not 
strong enough, new ones can be 
made on the spot to suit the clean 
up squad. 
lf the doctors should 
not prove acceptable, one can be 
procured locally to make the exam­ 
ination.’’ 
While here Mr. Fuquay will also 
confer with local Legionnaires and 
arrange to have some member of 
the Legion present during the two 
days to assist in getting the claims 
through and to take the names and 
conditions of those who cannot get 
the relief desired and send them 
in to state headquarters where they 
will be pushed by the Legion servico 
offices' 
front {Oklahoma 
City 
in 
Washington.
